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THE SUBSIDY QUESTION,

How Nubsidies Built n Califernin Rnllway.

Henry George, of San Francisco, In a pam-
phict entitled “The Subsidy Question and the |
Democratic party,” tells the following amusing
story:—

‘In November, 1865, thirtoen citizens of Los
Angeles assoclated themselves to bulld an eigh-
teen-mile rallroad, under the title of the “los
Apgeles and Ban Pedro Raliroad Compuany.”
The caplital stock wae fixed at 500,000, each of
the original thirteen subscriblng #2500 in gold
coin. It does not seem that any of these stock-
holders paid In a single cent, though some of
them advanced a little money for printing, ad-
veritislog, and lobbying at Bacramento, ete.

“Why should they have paid a cent? Their
object was Lo owna rallroad, not to pay for one,
and to own a railrond pnowadays it is not at all
necessary to pay for one; all that is nacessary to
do is Lo get Lhe people to pay for bultding it for
vou. Bo these gentlemen, instead of putiing in
their own money, went to the Legisiature and
ot through a bill authorizing the city of Los
Angeles to subecribe 875,000 to their stock, and
the county of Los Angeles to subaseribe £150,000,
Both city and county voted to subseribe, for it
was proved to the people \'ur‘y clearly by the
advoeates of the road not only that it wounld
cause & great increase of taxable property, and
all that sort of thing, but that they wounld not
be ealled upon to pay the interest on the bouds,
as the road could not fall to pay, and the divi-
dends accrning on the stock of the city and
connty were to be paid Into a fund to meet the
interest on the bouds.

“8o our railrond bullders, the dircetors of the
Los Angeles and Ban Pedro Rallroad Company,
went to work. And pow Phineas Bauning ap-
Eears on the scene, though it Is probable that

¢ bad been bLehind the scemes from the be-

joping. The bids came in the lowest from a
Mr. Ives, being for $342 000; the highest, from
Mr. Phineas Bauning, belog for 467,000, Of
course, Mr. Bannlog got the contract, for it is
an invariable rule with railroads to be balll by
the people’s money that the highest bidder gets
the contract, Having let this contract, Lthe next
Her of the directors was to buy a piece of land
and a lot of lighters, nud other things that Mr,
Banning had lying around, for the sum ol #70,000,
Then these directors mortgaged the whole road,
all Its property and [ranchises, and issued first
mortgage bonds to the amount of 300,000 to
belp o pay Mr. Banuing. And the bailding of
the road commenced, and the eity and the
county were called upon to issue their bonds,
and did Iseue them, though none of the other
estockholders paid io a cent: and before the road
bad been cowpleted Mr. Banoing bad all the
county bonde and all the first mortgage bonds,
and his partner had all the stock, and things
went along beautifully, .

“‘And now the people of Los Angeles have oot
a little one-horse loeal road, which their money,
and nobody else's, has bullt, for which they
must pay as much as they used to paythe
stages, And they have a debt of §225,000, the
interest of which they have to pay every year,
and the l!rinci]lm] of which it 1s certalo they
must ultimately pay. They can’t sell their
stock, for the road 15 heavily mortgaged, and
they fear they can't sssess other stockholders
who have never pald anythiong withont assessing
themeelves.”

OBITUARY,
Mad'ile Sohneldeor.

Intelligence has been recelved by cable of the
death of the queen of o bouffe performers,
Hortense Catbarine Schneider. She was born
al Bordeaux, France, about the year 1835 and
displayed an inclination for the Elage al a very
early age. She made her first appearance when
only fifteen years old, at the Athenmum in her
native city, and was recelved with fia
applance. An old professor of music nam
Schaffner took her In charge, and traloed her in
singing, and then she set out on her professional
career. Her first stopping place was Agen,
where she remained three years, playlng second-
ary paris at a theatre of no great pretensions.
She then determined to try her fortunes at the
gay capiial ot France, and on her arrival sought
ement al the Varieties. Although her
provineial success had been great, she had
scarcely been heard of at Parls, and her applica-
tion was unsuccessful. Bhe oblained a place,
however, in the troupe of the Bouffes Parigiens,
which was formed about that time, nnd was not
long in making herself popular in parts which
afforded an opportunity for the display of a
cbarming [persom and a really fine talent for
dashing comedy and rollicking song. Having
proved her powers of atiraction for French
nmustmmll.—seekem, nn engagement was offered
Ler st the Varieties, and she made her
debut on Its pomewhal famous stage on the 19th
of H.erlemlver. 1856, In Le Chien de Garde.- Her
popularity Increased rapidly, and in August,
1808, she made her first appearance al the Palais
Royal, where she gquite took the town In La
Deaule du Dialile, Danae el sa Bonne, and other
pleces of n slmllar character. She found a style
of performance exagily sulted to her talents in
the now celebrated works of Offenbach, and ih
La Belle Helene and La Grands Duchesse de
Herolafein she created a decided furore, which
did much to give opera bLouffe that
feverish popularity which sent It across
the ocean, to afford Americans a taste
of the Dhighly-spiced and wunwholesome
entertainments of the Parisian stage, She ap-
peared in La Belle Helene at the Varieties in
1804, and found ample scope for the free and
daghing action for which she had become noted,
and the bewitching and seductive song and
dunce which seemed to exert over the public
miud aud weste somethiog of the influence of the
alluring etraing of she ancient sirens, It was
in the (/rande Duwchesse, however, that she
reached the climax of her power in captivating
the popular fancy, and won for herself a world-
wide celebrity. Bhe perlormed in thiz plece ut
Parie throughout the Exposition of 1867, aud was
one of tbe strong atiractions at the capital of the
French Ewmpire on that memorable occaslon,
captivating princes and arletocrais, as well as
the profanum vulyus, with the witcheries of her
performances. It is stated as o historical fact

that the Czar of Russia and his two sons har- |

ried off to see her on the firat night of thair
arrival, scarcely walting to pay their respects to
their imperial host., Afterward she visited the
other European capitals, whither her fame had
of course preceded her, making her appearance
in Londou in July, 1868, where she was grested
with the same frantic demonstrations of de-
light which she had called forth from the vola-
tile French.

Rle performed there aleo in the summer of
1868:; and it was on this occasion that she

narrowly escaped serious injury from a fire |

which occurred on the stage during a perform-
ance of OUrphe auxr Enfers.
ngaln began an engagement at the Princess
Theatre, which proved more successfal, If
possible, than the previous seasons. It was said
that negotiations were ou foot to bring her to
this country, but her untimely death will disap
wint thousands here who would have
wen glad to have geen the
amurement of the day in 8 most artistic
form. Her charms of person, as well as
her undoubted talent as a singer and actress,
have been descanted on in glowing terms, and
she had oceasioned no little geandal in families
even of royal raok. In 1865 considerable noise
was made in the Parls papers over the legacy of
50,000 frapes left to her by the Dae de Cade-
rouse-Grammont, and om her visits to Londun
there were whisperings of too frequent appeur-
ances in the green room of the heir apparent of
the throne. Whatever her faults may have been,
Schnelder was a bard student of the art which
ebe had chosen, and a careful and consclentlous
actress, Bome of Offenbach’s most popular
pleces were writlen for her, and with especial
reference (o her talents, Awmong these are La
Belle Helene, Barbe Blewe, La Grande Du-
chesse, and La Perichole. Although her action
was always free, and indeed the artistic expres-
sion of the moatsensnous charmes of human nature,
both physieal and emotional, yet she never ap-
peared coarse or vulgar. Her avowed motto in
nuu‘l[{ing for success was:—"'Canaille lant qu'on
voudra; mauvais genre, janais.”

On the 10th instant occurred, In Baltimore,
the death of Mrs. Maria Clemm, the aunt,
mother-in-law, and never-failing friend of
Edgar A, Poe. Mrs, Clemm was born in Balti-
more on the 17th of March, 17%). Her family
was one of the oldest and most distinguished in
Maryland. Her father, Dayid FPoe, was Quar-
termastor-General of the Old Maryland line
during the Revolution, and the inotimate friend
of Washlugton, Lafavette, and the lead-
ipg men of the time. In 1536, while
editiog The Southern Literary Messenger,
Edgar A. Poe married his cousin, Virginla
Clemm, a lovely and beautiful girl, whose me-
mory he embalmed In “The Raven.” She was
the “lost Lenore” of that extraordinary poem.
From the time of Poe's marriage to her davgh-
ter, Mra. Clemm adopted bhim as her son, and
never had son a more devoted mother, To have
won nud keptibe love of such a woman through
all the vicisshiudes of such a carcer as Poe's,
shows more foreibly than words can tell that
the innate goodpess of the poet was not lost
cven In the midst of wasted genius, nunparalleled
misfortunes, and utter misery.

To her Poe wrole the sounet ““To My Mother,™
in which he tesiifics to her care and devotion by
faying that she had been “more lhan mother’
to bim, Afier the Pucl.'s death, on the Tth of
October, 1840, Mrs. Ulemm resided with differant
friends in New York and Virginia, aotll five or
six years flace, when she was recelved into the
Church Home in Baltimore, a charitable lnstitu-
tion under the mansgement of the Episcopal
Chureh, and there she died on the 16ith instant,
in the elghty-firat year of her age, At hor own
request she was burled 5y the slde of her
“darling Eddie,” in Westminster Churohyard,
corner of Fayette and Graen sireets, Ballimore.

Mr, Thomns assumed the batom at 8 o'c'ock
precisely, and the programme was falthfally
adbered to. Miss Mehlig's leo playiug, foi-
lowing so closely upon that of the great Wehll,
occasloned considerable eriticlam, many con-
sidering her performance soperior In every way
to that of the sterner champlon. Miss Mehliz
unquestionably Iosums . very expressive
touch and a rapld and clear execution, but there
1= hardly encugh of the bel canlo in her playing
to allow of her carrying off the laurele, Her
rending, however, of Lisst's symphonic from
““Les Preludes” was axtromely affecting.

The gem of the evening was Schumann's
Tracwmerei,  As a plece of instromentation
alone it was wonderful, the bowing, stopping,
apd position of the Imetruments being as exact
as if moved by ooe hand. But the melody '
Its stroins had tears inthem. Its liguid marmar
stecped the braln in dreamy wuorest, and its
whole effect was heaven inspiring. Why had
wo not more of such Instead of the '‘Sth 8ym-
phony,” from Beethoven? Buch selections, if
vot altogether incomprehensible to ordinary
minds, are at least not such as to attract con-
noleseurs or Lo please the general publle. Deep
thinkers, "tis true, might trace, or affect to trace,
thronghout such clouds of sound, ideas and
forms of siogularly characleristic beauty
— impetuons stralns of marveilons breadth and
effect, but to ordinary people there is in such
productions a want of continuous idea and an
abeence of definite feeling which leaves them
more perplexed than pleased. 'Tls true there
areé throunghout such productions passages at
times delieate, brilliant, and legitimately myate-
rlous; graceful and refined; large and at times
coloesal; but they are yetjwanting in that tender-
ness and genulne solemnity which catches the
ordinary ear and moves the poul. Altogether,
however, the impression produnced by the con-
cert was good, and It i8 not oo much to say of
the audience that their extreme gttention
threughout the entire performance merita cspe-

Death of the Hoenviest Man In Peosusylvanin

The Pottsville Miners' Journa! save:—The
death of Mr, John Boussumn, of Behuylkill
Haven, which occurred on Thursday night, has
been the all-absorbing topie in this communicy
ever since its ocenrrence,

Jobhn Bonssum was born In Manheim town-
ship In 1810, In the year 1540 he entéred Lhe
service of the Schuylkill Navigation Co., and it
is reported of him that shortly after so dolog he
met with an accident by the blast of a rock,
which ralsed him in the air some distance, and
injured him considerably in his descent. Bhortly

after recovering from thils shock he commenced |

galning flesh,and notwithstandiog bis frame was
only of medium stature—abont five fest ten
inches—he soon pulied down 404 pounds on the
scales with perfect ease, and has formany years
been considered the heaviest man In Penusyl-
vania,

He has performed the dutles of lock-tender
at Bchuylkill Haven for these many years, and
was aclive and as supple as the majority of
those who carried less than half his own welght
of flesh, and bas usvally enjoyed execellent
health. He has slept nlghuy in his watch-box
at the canal-lock, where, on Thursduy night, he
closed bis eyes in his last long sleep; and that,
too, st bhls post of duty, where he was ever
found in life, After his death It was found 1m-
poesible to remove him from the watch-box
without enlarging the door, and this was done
by tearing out nearly Lhe whole end of the
bulldivg, when he was removed to the collector's
office, pear by, where hls remalns were viewed
by thounsands of people from different sections
of the country.

The coflin In which he was placed was made
of very beavy plavk, and securely fustened to-
gether with iron bands and braces to prevent
the possibility of an accident while moving the
corpse. Its measure, inside, was two feet nine
inches wide across the Lreast, elght feet three
inches around, aud five feot eleven inches in
length, belug large envugh to bold four ordi-
nary sized men, with room for & half dozen
emall boys,

Deceased, at the time of bls death, welghed
four bundred and sixty pounds, and knew that
no hearse could be found large enoogh Lo admit
bis | corpse, and previous to his death he re-
quested that his remains should be tsken to the
cemelery upon a trueck wagon, drawn by foar
white mules, which request was complied with.
Eight pall-bearers found 1t very heavy work In
bhandhng the corpse.

A Miser's Priocely Begquest-28100,000 Given
te the Spclely for the Preveation of Uranelty
to Anlmnlis.

! He had lived in all the squalor and wretched-
ness of the most abject erty. His room was
in the rear end of a miserable building, acces-
sible by several flights of shaky stairs, and was
only six feet in width by eight in longth. It was
lighted by & very small widdow, y cov-
ered with heavy wooden bara fastened to the
window-frame with strong scrows, and on the
door were no less than eight different bars and
locke. Totally devoid of all furaiture, save a
broken table, the room presented a fdghtful
pleture of wretchedness. A filthy matiress,
supported by a few boards ral from the
floor upon several bricks, lay at the end under
thodﬂndow, and at lie side stood a trunk filled
with alternate layers of gold and sllver watehes
and jewelry—such as breastfing (many of them
eet with diamonds), chains, and ringe—soparated
by sheets of blotting-papeér. There were no
signs of fire, nor any place wherein to make
one, and the disease which caused his death
was brought on by the exposurs [rom which he
had suffered, as he sﬁout the greater part of his
time lo this room. He is reported to own large
amounts of real estate.—N. Y. T'ribune lo day.

There ia & remarkavle air of dig-
pity about him, with a striking degree of
gracefulness; he has an excellent understand-
ing, without much quickness; is strictly just,
vigllant, and generous; an afflectionate hus-
band, a faithful friend, a Inther to the de:
serving eoldier, n gentlemany, in his mavners, in
temper rather reserved; a total stranger to
religious prejudices, which have so often exclted
Christiang of one denomination to cuat the
throats of those of another; in his morals irre-
Ernu:hnhhe; he was never known to exceed the
ounds of the most rigld temperance. In a
word, all his friends and acquaintances allow
that po man eéver united in bis own person a
more perfect nlilance of the virtues of a philo-
sopher with the talente of s general.”
